London, Aug. 26—With France's 


fate officially admitted as hanging in 
the balance the appalling conflict is 
again raging in southwestern Bel- 
gium,"with Charleroi as the pivotal 
scene of carnage. 


The allies opened offensively, pound- 


ing away at the Germany lines north 
of the river Sambre. Three fleets of 
Zephelins are reported hovering in 
the background, awaiting the word to 
strike. 


Uhlans are reported rushing to- 


ward Dousai, France, 18 miles over 
the border. It ia expected that the 
French and British detachments there 
are already giving them battle.

Washington, Aug, 26.— Minister 


Havenith, of Belgium, requests Secre- 
tary Bryan to protest to Germany 
against further 
Zephelin bombard- 


ments of Antwerp, claiming that this 
is a violation of The Hague conven- 
tion. 
Secretary Bryan said he would 


consider the request, but without en- 
dangering America's neutrality. The 
protest is based on a cable reciting 
Zephelin activity, saying that, be- 
sides the dead and wounded, the ma- 
terial damage is enormous. 


German Prince Killed.

al Prince Frederick, of Saxe Meinin- 
gen, was killed by the bursting of a 
shell at Namur on August 23.
